Heavy rains and high winds played 
havoc in Pickaway County Sunday 
night as 1.74 inches of rain fell during a 
severe thunderstorm that struck the 
Circleville vicinity about 9 p.m. 
Unconfirmed reports of a tornado 
behind the RCA plant were received 
from passing motorists. 
The winds caused much damage in 
the southeastern and eastern parts of 
the county, where electrical service 
was cut off for a while. 
Two towering red maple trees, 
measuring approximately 27 inches in 
diameters, were knocked over in front 
of the Lowell Varney residence, 28206 
Pickaway-Saltcreek Road. 
According to Varney’s wife Estella, 
the two trees, one which blew over at 
its base, fell about 10:45, smashing in 
the tops of a car and a van and burying 
a third in more branches. In addition 
some damage was done to the roof of 
the home. 
Mrs. Varney said, “All at once I 
heard this crashing noise that scared 
me half to death. Our collie was 
trapped under the van and it took us 45 
minutes to loosen its paw and free him. 
Telephone lines were blown down in 
the area but were still operating. An 
empty 15 foot grain bin was upended on 
a lot on Heffner Road, a line was 
reported down on the Winchester- 
Southern Road, south of the Stoutsville 
Road, and a pole was bent by high 
winds on the Ett-Noecker Road, south 
of the Madison-Walnut Road. 
The Kingston Fire Department and 
Pickaway County Sheriff’s Deputy Bill 
Huffman cut “as much as possible’’ of 
a large tree which blocked Route 159, 
1*6 miles north of Kingston. 
Elsewhere in the county, heavy rain 
stopped traffic in a section of Route 762 
and flooded the railroad underpass on 
Route 752 causing a car to stall. 
Circleville Township trustees or­ 
dered high water signs be placed at the 
intersection of Shawnee Trail and 
Dunkle Road. 
Deputy Sheriff Jim Deal pushed tree 
limbs off Route 188 about 10:30 a.m. 
and helped Glenn McCoy clear War- 
ner-Huffer Road of tree limbs.

Rain and electrical storms rolled 
across northern Ohio over the weekend 
knocking out electricity for thousands 
of residents, flooding streets and high­ 
ways and raising rivers to nearly flood 
stage at several points. 
One man was reported drowned off 
Port Clinton when 4-to-6 foot waves 
damaged his outboard motorboat. 
Many funnel clouds were spotted 
aloft across northeastern Ohio, and 
one twister was reported to have come 
low enough to damage some trees near 
Mantua in Portage County. 
Flood warnings were out for the 
Chagrin and Cuyahoga rivers, with 
heaviest flooding reported along the 
Cuyahoga in Portage County and on 
the Chagrin east of Cleveland.

canoeists whose boats capsized, 
leaving them stranded on a concrete 
bridge support in the middle of Grand 
River.

highways were closed because of 
flooding. 
Portage County deputies said a 
county road bridge over the Cuyahoga 
River was washed out, and Ohio 44 was 
closed south of Mantua because a 
bridge over the Cuyahoga was under 
water. 
Ohio 303 was closed at Streetsboro 
when flooding caused a cave in. 
The Cleveland Electric Illuminating 
Co. said thousands of wires were down 
and more than 25,000 customers lost 
power during afternoon and evening 
storms Sunday. 
At Willoughby, the rainfall totaled 
nearly three inches over a two-hour 
period, and four inches was reported 
unofficially at Kent. 
Heavy flooding was reported in the 
Chagrin River Valley, where the river 
rose to 10.5 feet and was moving 
toward its 13-foot flood level in the

NEW YORK (AP) - Jimmy Carter, 
his hand freed by political strength 
that an incumbent president might 
envy, 
is 
wrapping 
up his 
vice 
presidential interviews as he waits 
triumphantly in the wings for tonight's 
opening of the Democratic National 
Convention. 


The 37th Democratic National 
Convention, staged at Madison Square 
Garden, is expected to nominate 
Carter for the presidency Wednesday 
night by an overwhelming vote amid a 
harmony that contrasts to divisive 
party fights in 1968 over the Vietnam 
war and 1972 over party reform. 
Sens. Frank Church of Idaho and 
Adlai Stevenson III of Illinois, meeting 
Carter today, are the last of seven 
finalists for the vice presidential nomi­ 
nation, all from Capitol Hill, to be 
interviewed. 
Carter said Sunday he has three 
names at the top of his list but said he 
is keeping an open mind until the in­ 
terviews are over. 
The peanut farmer and former 
Georgia governor who dazzled the 
political establishment with his long­ 
shot run to the nomination said he 
would 
wait 
until 
after his 
own 
nomination before revealing his choice 
of a running mate. 
With 19 primary victories to his 
credit and The Associated Press 
delegate poll showing him with 1,653 
votes, well over the 1,505 needed for 
nomination, Carter is wrapping up a 
campaign that is a sharp contrast to 
the close and bitter Republican 
nomination battle. A month ahead of 
the GOP convention, President Ford 
leads conservative challenger Ronald 
Reagan by only a handful of votes. 
The vice presidential selection has 
emerged as the major unresolved 
issue at the convention in the absence 
of a race for the top of the ticket and 
the calm of a party platform so secure 
that it’s already printed and bound and 
in the hands of each delegate. 
Carter’s personal public opinion 
pollster, Patrick Cadded, has con­ 
cluded that no particular vice 
presidential prospect would ap­ 
preciably help or hurt Carter’s own 
chances of winning the fall election, 
campaign aides said. 
The Carter staff said Cadded’s pods 
show that the strength and diversity of 
Carter’s own appeal make the No. 2 
spot virtually irrelevant. The only 
possible trouble spot, they say, is that 
he not make an especially bad choice 
which might develop into a major 
scandal or embarrassment. 
Sen. George McGovern of South 
Dakota, the party’s 1972 nominee, 
suffered a setback when it was 
discovered that his running mate, Sen. 
Thomas A. Eagleton of Missouri, had 
undergone electric shock treatment 
for depression. Eagleton was dropped 
from the ticket after that disclosure. 
Carter revealed Sunday that he is 
taking unprecedented steps to keep 
that sort of thing from happening to 
him. 
He said he has requested 
financial and medical information 


from everyone on his list of possible 
running mates. 
The accounting firm of Arthur 
Andersen & Co. was engaged to go over 
the financial data, including tax 
returns, Carter said, and ‘they have 
found nothing to cause me concern.” 
Carter said Sen. Walter F. Mondale 
of Minnesota, one of the finalists, 
reported he suffers from a mild case of 
high blood pressure and takes medi­ 
cation for it. 
Carter said this “is a factor but not 
an over-riding factor” in his decision. 
Irater, after meeting with Rep. Peter 
Rodino of New Jersey, Carter said 


Rodino's age, 67, also would be a factor 
but not an over-riding one. 
Carter also has interviewed Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson of Washington, Sen. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine and Sen. 
John Glenn of Ohio in his search for a 
ticket-mate. Church and Stevenson 
round out the seven finalists. 
“So far as I know, the vice president 
will come from one of those seven 
people,” Carter said. 
Only two or three other names are 
expected to be placed in nomination 
for the presidency, Rep. Morris K. 
Udall of Arizona and Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., of California, and possibly 


Ellen McCormack of New York, the 
antiabortion candidate. 
Tonight's opening session of the 
convention 
was 
to 
be 
largely 
ceremonial, with keynote speeches by 
Glenn and Rep. Barbara Jordan of 
Texas. Tuesday night, the platform 
will be presented by a procession of 
Democratic political stars including 
Muskie, Chicago Mayor Richard Daley 
and Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace. 
Barring some unexpected de­ 
velopment, Carter will be nominated 
on Wednesday and his running mate on 
Thursday, followed by Carter’s ac­ 
ceptance speech.

Report Mrs. Nixon 
Making Progress 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - The 
Nixon family’s optimism is rising with 
reports that Pat Nixon is out of the 
critical stage in her recovery from a 
stroke that could leave her partially 
paralyzed. 
Former President Richard M. Nixon 
said late Sunday as he left Long Beach 
Memorial Hospital that he was en­ 
couraged by his wife’s progress. 
Nixon and daughters Tricia Cox and 
Julie Eisenhower spent more than four 
hours with Mrs. Nixon. It was the 
longest visit since she was hospitalized 
Thursday, the day after she was 
stricken. 
Earlier Sunday, doctors said Mrs. 
Nixon was responding to treatment 
and remains within normal limits.” 
Dr. Jack M. Mosier, a neurologist 
treating the 64-year-old former first 
lady, said Sunday it would be two to 
three months before doctors know if 
she has suffered any permanent dam­ 
age. 
Mrs. Nixon was moved Sunday from 
her windowless hospital room to one 
with a distant ocean view. The room 
was the same one in which her 


husband was treated for phlebitis in 
1974. 
Nixon said, “I think she is passing 
through the crisis...maybe has passed 
through it — time will tell — birt most 
important now comes the long haul 
and that is a difficult time.” 
Nixon said his wife may require 
therapy for several months. 
To cheer his wife, Nixon brought a 
special gift Sunday which he displayed 
for reporters. It was a waxy and fra­ 
grant gardenia — one plucked from the 
bush at his wife’s bedroom window at 
their San Clemente estate. 
Mrs. Nixon has been listed in serious 
but stable condition since her arrival 
at the hospital Thursday. Doctors say 
they are still uncertain about the cause 
of the stroke, but a hemorrhage is 
mostly likely. 
A flood of letters and flowers con­ 
tinues to keep hospital workers busy. 
Operators say the switchboards are 
buzzing with calls from well-wishers. 
And so many bouquets have arrived 
at the hospital that Mrs. Nixon has 
requested that the flowers be sent to 
other wards to cheer patients there. 
Regulatory Agencies Seek Consumer Input

What’s the best way to make cars 
safe? 
Should airlines have to explain their 
fare schedules? 
How big a refund are you entitled to 
on a defective product? 
These are some of the questions the 
government is trying to answer, and it 
wants help from consumers. Here are 
some proposed changes in government 
regulations and information on 
making your views known: 
AIR BAGS 
The Transportation Department has 
proposed extending until Aug. 31,1977, 
requirements concerning air bags and 
seat belts. As of now, auto makers 
have three options. They can install a 
complete, passive protection system — 
such 
as 
an 
air 
bag 
— 
which 
autom atically inflates to provide 
protection in all types of crashes. They 
can install a combination system with 


an air bag to protect the occupant in 
head-on crashes and lap seat belts for 
safety in other accidents. Or, they can 
simply provide lap seat belts. 


Most manufacturers have chosen the 
third option. General Motors offered a 
passive restraint system as an option 
on some luxury cars in 1974, 175 and 
1976, but does not intend to offer it in 
the future. 


Transportation Secretary William T. 
Coleman Jr. has scheduled an Aug. 3 
public hearing in Washington and also 
wants written comments. He has said 
he will issue a written decision by next 
Jan. I. 
Among the questions Coleman is 
asking: 
—Should the current standards be 
extended? 
—Should air bags be required on all 
vehicles after a given date? 
—Do you favor more federally- 
sponsored research on the costs and 


effectiveness of devices such as air 
bags? 
—Would you support state laws 
requiring the use of safety belts?

WARRANTIES 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
proposed letting companies offering a 
full warranty make a deduction if a 
defective product is used before it is 
returned. 
Under the formula suggested, the 
amount of the refund would depend on 
how much use the customer got out of 


the product. To figure out the size of a 
refund, you would take the amount of 
use you got, divide it by the total useful 
life of the product and multiply it by 
the purchase price. The company 
issuing the warranty would have to 
explain, in the warranty itself, how the 
formula worked.

AIR FARES 
The Civil Aeronautics Board has

The proposal is the result of a peti­ 
tion by the Aviation Consumer Action 
Project, which claimed that the public 
now “has no practicable way to 
determine all the options available to it 
for discretionary travel, since the 


official fare tariffs are unintelligible to 
the average layman.”

Executed 
In Angola 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Daniel 
Gearhart signed up to fight as a 
mercenary in Africa because his 
family was deeply in debt. Now, says 
his widow, the Angolan government 
that executed him wants her to pay 15,- 
000 to get his body back. 
Angry and close to tears Sunday, 
Sheila Gearhart said her husband died 
on their lith wedding anniversary 
“I’m beginning to wonder if they didn’t 
even know that," she said. “I wouldn't 
be surprised." 
The 34-year-old Vietnam veteran 
was executed Saturday by an Angolan 
firing squad, although he claimed he 
never had a chance to fight in the Af­ 
rican country before his capture by 
Cuban troops. He had advertised his 
services as a mercenary in Soldier of 
Fortune magazine. 
Mrs. Gearhart said her husband 
fought for pay because of $30,000 in 
debts plaguing the family. Now, facing 
life as a widow on welfare with four 
children, she said the Angolan 
government has told her it will cost her 
$5,000 to get her husband’s body back. 
“I can’t pay it," she said from her 
home in suburban Kensington, Md. 
‘‘There's no way I can pay it. I have 
four children to support.” 
Australians 
On Strike 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - At least 
half of Australia's six million workers 
joined in a 24-hour strike today that 
halted all public transport and airline 
flights and affected major industries. 
The protest is against changes in a 
national health plan. 
However, retail shops did 
a 
reasonably brisk business with about 
80 per cent of sales personnel reporting 
for work. 
The 
first 
national 
strike 
in 
Australia’s history was called by the 
Australian Council of Trade Unions 
(ACTU) to protest government 
changes in a national health scheme 
known as Medibank. Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser has announced plans 
to impose a 2.5 per cent levy on taxable 
income to pay for the plan, with an 
option for people to rejoin private 
health insurance funds. 
Small demonstrations against the 
government were held in Sydney, 
Melbourne and Canberra. 
Economists estim ate the strike 
could cost Australian industry $620 
million in lost production and wages, 
although the actual cost will not be 
known for some time. Big steel works 
and mining operations were par­ 
ticularly affected by the walkout.

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market swept ahead again today amid 
continuing optimism over the outlook 
for Federal Reserve credit policy. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrial stocks picked up more than 2 
points in the early going to around the 
1,005 level. 
Gainers opened up a 5-2 lead over 
losers among New York Stock 
Exchange-listed issues. 
Trading was active, with the con­ 
solidated ticker tape reporting trades 
in NYSE stocks running four minutes 
late shortly after the opening. 
Brokers noted encouragement over 
the Fed’s move last week to relax its 
monetary policy a bit. And there was 
talk that the central bank might ease 
up a little more before long. 
Today’s early prices included NLT, 
up *4 at 21; Eastman Kodak, ahead I at 
1017/e; Chrysler, up Va at 19V4, and 
MGIC Investment, Vt higher at 14. 
On Friday the Dow Jones industrial 
average climbed 11.13 points to 
1,003.11. 
Gainers outnumbered losers by 
better than a 2-1 margin among NYSE- 
listed issues, and the exchange’s 
composite index rose .49 to a new 
recovery high of 56.06. 
Big Board volume came to 23.50 
million shares. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index was up .68 at 
106.57.

NEW YORK (AP) - Jimmy Carter 
is equipped for a small political war on 
the floor of the Democratic National 
Convention even though no one else 
has the votes to mount more than a 
skirmish. 
The Carter campaign has spent a 
total of $350,000 on its convention 
operations, including those at Madison 
Square Garden where the votes are 
taken and at the Americana Hotel 
where Carter is staying, spokesman 
Peter Emerson said Sunday. 
At the convention hall, Carter’s 
forces have four trailers manned by 25 
persons, 50 telephones and 44 floor 
workers, including 30 VIP floor 
leaders. These VIPs, empowered to 
speak for the Carter campaign and 
spotted around the convention floor, 
include Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, 
whom Carter bested in the presidential 
primaries, and Frank Mankiewicz, 
who was Sen. George McGovern’s 
press secretary during the 1972 


presidential campaign. 
But the big artillery in the Carter 
arsenal is a private telephone system 
at the Garden. There are 20 green 
telephones In a network throughout the 
hail. Each is connected directly to a 
telephone in one of the Carter trailers a 
dozen yards off the convention floor. 
At each state delegation there are 
red telephones to link the delegation 
chairman with the podium, and a white 
telephone which is part of a system set 
up by the Democratic National 
Committee to link all parts of the floor, 
key party officials, and candidate and 
ex-candidate headquarters inside 
Madison Square Garden. 
The Carter people also have their 
own internal telephone system bet­ 
ween their rooms at the Americana 
and their trailers at the Garden. And 
they have the ability to join their 
system to others for conference calls. 
No other candidate has his own 
telephone system on the floor. 
Ohio Delegates Like 
Glenn O r Church

Ohio’s delegates to the Democratic 
nominating convention favor Sen. John 
Glenn or Sen. Frank Church of Idaho 
as the vice presidential nominee, a 
survey by The Associated Press 
shows. 
Church is chosen by 27 of the 152 
delegates at the New York convention 
that begins today. Glenn was named 
by 25 delegates as their choice for vice 
president if their presidential favorite 
receives the convention endorsement. 
The rest were scattered, with Sen. 
Walter Mondale named often, or were 
uncommitted in the poll conducted in 
June by The AP. 
The survey also determined that the 
typical delegate going to the con­ 
vention from Ohio is white, an 
educator, 
worked 
toward 
a 
postgraduate college degree, is not a 
union member, will vote for Jimmy 
Carter on the first ballot and is nearly 
39. The income of his household is 
between $10,000 and $25,000. 


The Associated Press surveyed all 
but three of the 126 delegates pledged 
to former Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter, 
20 favoring Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona and six supporting favorite 
son candidate, Rep. Louis Stokes of 
Cleveland. 
The entire delegation of 152 mem­ 
bers contains 99 men, 53 women. 
Eighty per cent of the delegation is 
white with one person who says he is 
Indian and the rest black. That’s near 
the same proportion as 1972. 
The delegates range in age from 17 
to 67. 
The youngest is Clare Smith of 
University Heights outside Cleveland 
who will be 18 in October while she 
studies political science in her first 
year at the University of Chicago. 
She became a delegate because of a 
high school class project. She asked 
her teacher how to become a con­ 
vention representative and was told to 
write a report for the class. 
“I went out to find old and in the 
process we got ourselves elected,” she 
said. 
Forty per cent of the delegation have 
done postgraduate work or received a 
degree, 44 per cent have a college 
degree or some higher education ex­ 
perience, and 16 per cent completed 
high school. 
Work experience is varied. Twenty 


persons are in education, 19 deal in 
legal services, 18 are elected public 
officials, 16 are students, 15 are union 
officials, including the three regional 
directors in Ohio of the United Auto 
Workers. More than 70 per cent of the 
delegation is without union member­ 
ship. 
The household income of 89 per cent 
is above $10,000 and 37 per coit gross 
more than $25,000. Eleven per cent 
earn less than $10,000 when the entire 
household is counted. The rest declined 
to comment.

The National M ilitary Command 
Center — a two-story complex located 
deep inside the Pentagon — is filled 
with the latest in communications and 
information-processing 
equipment. 
The complex replaces the center set 
up 14 years ago for the Cuban missile 
crisis. Completed last February, it is 
more than double the size of the old 
unit. 
The main room of the command 
center was used most recently during 
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the tense evacuation of Americans 
from Lebanon. 
A group of reporters was allowed to 
tour the center Friday under escort 
just days after a newsmagazine 
characterized it as so secret that the 
Pentagon’s chief spokesman, assistant 
Defense Secretary William Greener, 
was not allowed to see all of it. 
The main cog of the command center 
is a huge Emergency Conference 
Room which looks much the way the 
makers 
of 
the 
movie 
“ Dr. 
Strangelove: or, How I Learned To 
Stop Worrying and Love the Bomb” 
depicted the U.S. military command 
center in its fictional account of 
apocalypse. 
The real thing is equipped with six 
giant screens to display up-to-the- 
minute information on the status of 
U.S. forces, the deployment of Soviet 
missiles and other forces, and any 
other information required by the 
decision makers. 
One lighted display board has

followed in order by those who head 
the line of presidential succession: 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller and 
House Speaker Carl Albert. 
There is a teletype hotline to 
Moscow, and a staffer stands by 
fulltime to interpret any messages that 
might appear on the printer.

“ tipped womb.” I am very concerned 
about this and don’t want to worry my 
husband. 
Could this affect the 
possibility of having a baby? Are there 
operations that can fix this?

You wisely had a prem arital 
physical examination. I have often 
recommended that all people con­ 
templating marriage give to each 
other the valuable gift of complete 
examination. 


Your concern about a “ tipped” 
womb would have been relieved im­ 
mediately if you had discussed its 
implications with your gynecologist. 
Many patients, like yourself, are in a 
state of anxiety in the doctor’s office. It 
is only when they get home that they 
think of the many questions they 
should have asked. 
Most doctors understand that this 
frequently occurs. They welcome a 
telephone call or a visit during which 
time all anxiety-producing questions 
can be answered. 
In most instances, p tipped uterus 
<womb) has no major importance. 
Rarely 
does 
it 
interfere 
with 
pregnancy unless there is an unusual 
degree of tipping, or retroversion.

many 
surgical 
procedures were used to correct this 


condition. 
Today, these procedures 
are done infrequently. The use of 
vaginal devices and special postural 
exercises are very often effective in 
maintaining the normal position of the 
uterus.

It’s been more than 14 years since 
Glenn took the 4-hour, 55 minute ride in 
a tiny capsule that pulled America 
even in the space race and made Glenn 
a national hero. 


The passing years have been kind. 
Glenn, who was 40 when he became the 
first American to orbit the earth, still 
has the trim figure of an astronaut.

hair is a little thinner, but age hasn't 
slowed him down. 
He’s able to say now that he can go 
into a crowd and nobody asks him 
anymore if he drinks the orange- 
flavored beverage that astronauts took 
into space. 
People began talking about Glenn 
running for office while he was still 
getting the tickertape treatment for 
the Feb. 20, 1962, flight. 
At first he said he really didn’t have 
any plans, and that politically he was 
an independent. 
But that didn’t last long. He became 
close to John and Robert Kennedy and 
their families, attended White House 
parties, water-skied with Jacqueline 
Kennedy and snow-skied and boated 
with the Robert Kennedys. 
When Robert died by gunshot in 1968, 
the job of telling the six Kennedy 
children who were in Los Angeles fell 
to Glenn. “It was one of the hardest 
things I ever had to do,” he said later. 
The brothers Kennedy helped in­ 
fluence him to enter politics. He ran as 
a Democrat in the Ohio senatorial 
primary in 1964 but had to withdraw 
after a bathroom fall that caused dizzi­ 
ness for nine months. 
After he recovered, Glenn gave up 
his Marine Corps commission of 
colonel and joined the board of 
directors of Royal Crown Cola. He 
became president of its international 
division and resigned to make a second 
try for the Senate in 1970. 
He lost in the primary to Cleveland 
lawyer Howard Metzenbaum by 13,000 
votes out of more than 900,000 cast. 
Metzenbaum lost in the general elec­ 
tion to Republican Robert Taft Jr. 
In 1973, Ohio’s other senator, 
William B. Saxbe, became attorney 
general and Metzenbaum was ap­ 
pointed in his place. Glenn and Met­ 
zenbaum faced off again in the 1974 
primary and this time the former 
astronaut 
won. 
The 
following 
November he beat Ralph Perk of 
Cleveland, a Republican. 
As a senator, Glenn has con­ 
centrated on energy legislation. He has 


fought against removing federal 
controls from oil prices. He has been 
active in trying to strengthen govern­ 
ment controls over handling of nuclear 
materials. He has been pushing for 
laws to increase incentives for home 
and factory improvements to save 
energy. 
Those making up lists of potential 
vice presidential nominees to be 
considered by Carter, consistently 
have 
included 
Glenn. 
Carter 
em issaries have talked with the 
senator. 
The hero business is a fleeting one at 
best. In 1962, hundreds of thousands 
lined parade routes to see Glenn, the 
man who rode Friendship 7 three times 
around the earth. 
Now, when young people tour the 
Capitol, few heads turn when Glenn 
walks by. And many of those who do 
recognize him think he is the first man 
to walk on the moon.

Cost O f Assembly 
Reaches $15 M illion 


COLUMBUS (AP) — The task of 
writing the state’s laws is a $7.5 million 
dollar business in Ohio. The current 
legislature has appropriated just over 
$15 million for the 1976-77 budget 
period. 
The total is up about $4 million from 
the cost of running the Ohio General 
Assembly in the 1974-75 biennium, with 
the House and Senate sharing about 
equally in the increase. 
The Senate’s total appropriation for 
the two-year period ending next June 
30 is $5,758, 632—up 50.6 per cent from 
the $3,824,502 it spent the previous two 
fiscal years. 
The House budget is up 28.9 per cent, 
from last biennium’s cost of $7,178,735 
to the $9,250, OOO appropriated for the 
current two-year period. 
The figures, from the state Office of 
Budget and Management, represent 
lawm akers’ 
salaries, 
pay 
of 
secretaries, legislative aides and 
pages, and operations of the House and 
Senate clerks' offices. Part of the 
money also goes for maintenance and 
equipment. 
The number of people on the Senate 
payroll has increased steadily since 
1974, climbing from 129 two years ago 
to 137 last year and 172 this fiscal year, 
including senators. 
House employement was 223 in fiscal 
1974, 267 last year and slipped to 249 
this year. 
That figures out to an expense of 
$174,504 for each senator and $93,434 
for each representative as of March. 
Comparable figures for fiscal 1974 
were $115,894 for the Senate and $72,512 
for the House.

Set In U.N. 
UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The Security Council today begins 
hearing a parade of Third World 
countries calling for condemnation of 
Israel for its commando rescue of 
more than IOO hostages from Uganda a 
week ago. 
Mauritius, Benin, Guinea and 
Guyana were to speak in the council 
debate in support of Uganda’s charges 
that Israel committed “ barbaric, 
unprovoked and naked aggression.” 
The United States, trying to use the 
debate to focus attention on the 
hijacking and terrorism that caused 
the Israeli raid, was consulting with 
Israel and other allies about a resolu­ 
tion 
condemning 
international 
terrorism and establishing some sort 
of mechanism to deal with it. 
“We have not yet reached a con­ 
sensus,” Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger told a news conference in 
Washington Saturday. He said if 
agreement was not reached, “we will 
put it forth ourselves.” 
The Americans were reported to 
have drafted a general condemnation 
of international terrorism and a 
suggestion that Israel compensate 
Uganda for its losses in the raid. But 
council sources said the United States 
could not get the nine votes necessary 
for adoption of such a resolution. 
African and other Third World 
nations circulated a resolution con­ 
demning Israel and demanding 
compensation for Uganda. The Soviet 
Union and China frere backing it, but 
the United States was certain to veto it 
if it came to a vote.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Some 
Dayton 
Power 
and 
Light 
Co. 
customers are being given a chance to 
save money by turning off lights, air 
conditioners and other electric utilities 
at certain times of the day. 
lf the trial is a success, other DP&L 
customers may have a chance at the 
program. 
The company said 73 customers 
have agreed to try the plan, which is 
being financed in part by a $201,000 
grant from the Federal Energy 
Administration. 
DP&L said energy demands peak 
about noon in the summer and remain 
high until IO p.m., primarily because 
that’s when most people have their air 
conditioners running. 
Customers taking part in the ex­ 
periment have special meters costing 
about $300 each to measure con­ 
sumption of electricity at various 
times of the day. 
Customers pay 9.1 cents per kilowatt 
hour used during the “on-peak” times, 
according to Robert McCormick, 
DP&L’s vice president for rates and 
regulatory affairs. 
In the so-called “shoulder peak” 
hours, the cost falls to 3.1 cents a 
kilowatt hour. The off-peak hour price 
plumments to .4 cents. McCormick 
said regular customers pay an 
average of 3.46 cents per kilowatt hour 
throughout the day. 
The most expensive periods are 
from noon to 6 p.m. June 15 through 
Sept. 15 and from I p.m. to 7 p.m. Nov. 
15 through Feb. 15. “Shoulder peak” 
periods weekdays are from noon to 6 
p.m. Sept. 16 through Nov. 14 and from 
I p.m. until 7 p.m. Feb. 16 through 
June 14.

From the London stage, to the hills 
of Southern Ohio is a long trip. But for 
actor, Bert L. Taylor, it's been an 
interesting one. 
Taylor, who plays Chief Black Hoof 
in “ Tecumseh!” outdoor dram a, 
Chillicothe, Ohio, is a genuine 
Cockney. He was bom in St. Bar­ 
tholomew’s, London, (where all true 
Cockneys are bom) and grew up as a 
peddler in the city’s street markets. 
At age eleven, Bert got his first “big 
break.” He was hired as a magician's 
stooge at the “Collins Music Hall” — 
where Charles Chaplin got his start. “I 
was 
part 
of 
a 
vanishing 
act,” 
remembers Bert. “The magician put 
me in one chest and I reappeared in 
another.” 
After 
those 
humble 
beginnings, Bert joined the comedy 
troupe of “Cook. Wells and Harvey” 
and spent several rollicking years in 
British music hails. Finally he was 
accepted in the renowned “Potters Bar 
Repertorie Company” and began his 
career as a serious actor. 
Since arriving in the U.S. in 1967, 
Bert has appeared in 26 major 
productions, including eleven months 
as ti/-* famous Cockney “Alfie Dolittle” 
in “My Fair Lady.” He also owns a 
theatre in Ocala, Fla. 
Having spent three fourths of his life 
on stage, Bert thought nothing could 
surprise him. But, when “Tecumseh!” 
producer-director, “Rusty” Mundell 
offered him the role of an Indian, Bert 
was honestly speechless. He had 
eleven acting offers, including major 
Shakespeare roles, but he couldn’t get 
the Indian role off his mind. “Every 
American 
wants 
to 
act 
in 
Shakespeare,” he quips, “Well, this 
Cockney wanted to play an Indian . . . 
it was a challenge.” Needless to say, 
he accepted Mundell’s offer. 
Changing from a “ still-young” 
Cockney to an 82 year old Indian Chief 
is quite a job. To begin with, Bert 
became a mini-expert on Black Hoof 
and the Shawnee. He studied the 
Chief’s life from his birth in Florida to 
his death, west of the Mississippi, at 
age 105. Based on what he learned, 


Bert set out to recreate the voice, 
walk, and personality of the great 
Indian. 
Meanwhile, 
Makeup 
Specialist, Kevin Haney, was con­ 
structing a foam latex mask from a 
plaster cast of Bert’s face. The mask is 
glued nightly to Taylor’s face, trans­ 
forming him to an old and wrinkled 
patriarch. 
“My greatest compliment,” says 
Taylor “is from visitors to the drama. 
Seeing me in street clothes afterwards, 
they don’t recognize me as the man 
who plays Black Hoof.” The above 
photos may explain why.

His wife, Pamela, 19, will be a senior 
in high school next fall. But it is her 
$130 check every two weeks for 
summer work in the school office plus 
food stamps that is keeping them going 
as the strike by 60,000 rubberworkers 
stretched into its 80th day today. 
“ Since I got married, I haven’t gone 
out and bought a lot of things,” says 
Merriner. “ Before the strike, I saved 
every penny, and had about $800.

That’s depleted and all I’ve got left is 
about $300 in savings bonds. Food 
stamps are the one thing really saving 
us.” 


Rubberworkers in 21 states from 
coast-to-coast are doing much the 
same as Merriner to ride out the 
strike, counting on working wives to 
help pay the bills, digging into their 
savings, drawing food stamps, post­ 
poning 
vacations, 
moonlighting, 
farming, eating out less, getting ex­ 
tensions on mortgage and consumer 
loans made before the walkout April 21, 
and buying less now. 


Officials of the Firestone and 
Goodyear banks in the rubber town of 
Akron, Ohio, where 11,000 men are on 
strike, report there is a drain on 
savings 
accounts 
that 
became 
noticeable in June. 
“ Of course, the strike is having an 
impact,” 
says 
Ronald Glosser, 
president of the Goodyear bank. 
“ Savings are off slightly somewhat 
from last month. Loan delinquencies 
are about what could be expected. The 
increase in delinquencies is not as 
great as anticipated. There has not 
been a single foreclosure on homes. We 
haven’t forced anyone’s hand." 
Uke most banks, Goodyear is either 
granting extensions or requiring the 
individual to pay only the interest on 
the loan each month, defraying the 
principal. 
Ross Oxley, a vice president of the 
Firestone bank, says that “ sur­ 
prisingly enough the delinquencies 
have been relatively minor.” 
“ In my opinion,” says Oxley, 
“ people knew it was coming and had 
really put savings away. There is a 
drain that became fairly noticeable 
during the month of June. This time of 
the year it is normal to have a little bit 
of a runoff. It is the height of the 
buying season for home remodeling. 


“ The law, though it creaks, works.” 
So said an eminent English jurist a 
few years ago. But if the law creaks too 
much and works too little, then justice 
is not being done. It is this problem 
that the Constitution deals with by 
requiring a “ speedy trial” in all 
criminal cases. 


The requirement is basic. Most 
constitutional violations that occur 
during a trial can be corrected simply 
by granting the defendant a new trial. 
But 
if the proceedings are 
not 
“ speedy,” then the defendant — guilty 
or not — goes scotfree. 
How speedy does a trial have to be to 
be constitutional? Consider a case: 
A man accused of burglary, unable 
to make bail, languished in jail for 
over four months waiting to be tried. 
During this period he sought again and 
again to have his case heard. But the 
state succeeded again and again in 
having it postponed — always on some 
flimsv Dretext. 
A court finally ruled that the man 
had been deprived of his constitutional 
rights and must be released. 
But, by contrast: 
Another man complained that it took 
more than a year for his larceny case 
to come to trial. However, it also ap­ 
peared that on three occasions, when 
his case was called, he fired his 
lawyer. The court said he could not 
object to a delay he had caused him­ 
self. 
Nor must speed be achieved at the 
expense of fairness. The Supreme 
Court has pointed out that much of the 
law's deliberate pacing is due to 
safeguards designed to protect the 
accused. 
The Court added: 
“ Unreasonable speed would have a 
deleterious effect both upon the rights 
of the accused and upon the ability of 
society to protect itself.”

A random check of drug prices 
around Ohio has turned up what may 
be obvious 
prices vary. But not so 
obvious is just how divergent those 
prices can be. 


Pharmacists surveyed were asked 
their prices for five drugs described by 
one as among “ our fastest movers.” 
The widest price variance showed up 
rn the cost of a cough medicine, 
Phenergan expectorant with codeine. 
A Cleveland druggist gets $3.23 for 120 
cubic centimeters of the compound 
while a discount pharmacy in Akron 
asks $1.98 for the same strength and 
amount.

This is the largest grant provided for 
desegregation to a school district in 
Ohio, Essex said.

Valium, a tranquilizer and the 
highest priced drug in the survey, 
ranged from $5.24 in Athens to a low, 
again at the Akron store, of $2.75— a 
difference of $2.49. 
The last drug checked was Ovulen- 
21, a birth control compound and the 
least expensive per unit of all the 
drugs. TTiat drug involved the least 
price divergence, ranging from $2.49 to 
$2.19. 
After seeing the wide variation in 
price of the drugs, the obvious question 
is why. 
One answer is the different markup 
systems used by pharmacists; another 
is the different buying capacities. A 
chain of stores can buy in larger vol­ 
ume and get a better wholesale price 
than a small comer druggist. 
Cameron Close, executive director 
of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical 
Association, sees another reason for 
the price differences, or, at least, for 
drug buyers’ tolerance for the 
divergence. 
He says some drug buyers are 
willing to pay more for their 
prescriptions because of the service 
they receive and because of the 
location of the pharmacy. 
Another reason, not mentioned by 
Close, could be ignorance on the part of 
those drug buyers who seldom have to 


use prescription drugs. Pharmacies in 
Ohio do not widely advertise their 
prices, a fact which would force 
shopper into making several telephone 
calls to local druggists for price 
checks. 
To erase that consumer headache 
the U.S. Supreme Court recently 
struck down laws in 29 states which 
forbid advertising drug prices. Th* 
ruling doesn’t affect Ohio pharmacist* 
because this state has no such law. But 
the lack of such a law and the con 
current lack of advertising here might 
lead to the question of the effect of the 
court's ruling anywhere. 
Pharmacists can’t be forced to 
advertise drug prices, and as Close 
explained, a small comer drug store 
operation probably couldn’t .afford 
extensive advertising. 
One step taken recently in Ohio to 
aid consumers was the passage of a 
bill by the legislature which makes it 
illegal for pharmacists to refuse to 
give price information for prescription 
drugs over the telephone. 
That bill also allows the state Board 
of Pharmacy to prepare a list of the IOO 
most widely used prescription drugs 
and the poster could contain a price 
listing by the particular pharmacy 
However, a board spokesman has said 
the organization has no plans at 
present to prepare such a list.

“ Anything can happen in two 
months." added Tommy Helms, who 
was hit by a bases-loaded pitch from 
Pedro Borbon to score the go-ahead 
run in Pittsburgh’s 8-5 victory. 
“This club does not panic. A lot of 
clubs might die. but not this one,” said 
Helms, an exRed who had walked 
earlier to force in a run 
The Pirates cracked a 4-4 tie in the 
eighth inning with a three-run rally 
keyed by Rennie Stennett’s two-run 
bases-loaded double. Murtaugh then 
pressed starter Jerry Reuss into bull­ 
pen duty to preserve the victory. 
“He was my most-rested pitcher. 
Besides with the AllStar break coming 
up. why not use him?” said Murtaugh. 
It was the first relief appearance by 
Reuss since 1973 when he was with the 
Houston Astros. 
The Pirates capitalized on control 
problems by Cincinnati pitchers to 
build a 3-1 lead and later win it. Don 
Gulled, making his first start for 
Cincinnati in three weeks, gave up four 
walks in the fourth inning, twice for­ 
cing in runs.

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Olympics 
But Spirit 


MONTREAL (AP) — The Olympic 
Games go on in Montreal, but the 
hopes of the Taiwanese and the spirit 
of the Olympic movement lie buried 
beneath a million bushels of Canadian 
wheat. 
Canada’s vast overseas trading 
interests are the underlying factor 
behind one of the worst crises in 
Olympic history. 


M iller W ins 
British Open 


SOUTHPORT, England (AP) — 
There was only one journalist from 
Spain known to be at the British Open 
to see his young countryman Severiano 
Ballesteros leap into the international 
golfing spotlight. And that sport­ 
swriter didn’t write a word. 
He told his boss earlier that he would 
be at the Open on vacation, and asked 
if his paper wanted a story. His boss 
said no. 
That’s the way it is in Spain, and 
even more so in the rest of Europe. 
Soccer is king, with sports such as 
cycling and rugby ahead of golf. 
So while young Severiano caught the 
imagination of Americans, British, 
Japanese and others where the Open 
was televised, he probably remains a 
relative unknown in his own country, 
where it was not shown. But his ex­ 
citing performance — he led for three 
rounds against the best in the world 
before falling to Johnny Miller in the 
final round Saturday — is a swing in 
the right direction for golf on the conti­ 
nent. 
Miller won it with a finalround 66 for 
279 and the largest margin of victory — 
six strokes — in more than 40 years at 
this event. Ballesteros, who shared the 
lead after the first round and held it 
alone after the second and third 
rounds, faded to a 74 and needed an 
eagle and birdie on the final two holes 
to get that. 


Go On, 
Is Dead 


The International Olympic Com­ 
mittee bowed on Sunday to the 
Canadian government which, under 
pressure from Peking, refused to allow 
Taiwan’s athletes into the country be­ 
cause they would not change their 
official name or their flag. 
It is the first time since the Games 
began in 1896 that a host country has 
shut out athletes recognized by the 
IOC. Unless there is a last-minute 
change of heart, the Taiwanese will be 
missing from Saturday’s opening 
ceremony. 
Behind Canada’s decision, which 
was sprung on the IOC only six weeks 
ago, is its wheat exporting deal with 
Communist China, its biggest overseas 
trading partner. Selling wheat to 
Peking has brought new prosperity to 
farmers in Western Canada. 
Communist China applied last year 
for Olympic recognition, but with the 
qualification that Taiwan be kicked out 
of the Games. The IOC took no imme­ 
diate action. Peking then made a 
direct approach to Canada and 
demanded that Taiwanese athletes be 
shut out during the Olympics. 
The Canadians met them halfway 
and said the Taiwanese would be 
allowed in only if they dropped the 
name of the Republic of China — the 
name by which their national Olympic 
committee is recognized by the IOC. 
The Taiwanese refused. 
The IOC, which prides itself on being 
above politics and dealing only with 
sports, pleaded with Canada to honor 
the Olympic charter and grant free 
entry to the Taiwanese. 
But Sunday night, Lord Killanin, 
president of the IOC, admitted he had 
failed. The Canadians refused to move 
one inch. 


Figueroa, Yankees Blank White Sox 


In Pete Rose’s second season in 
organized baseball he hit .331 for 
Tampa in the Florida State League.

Ed Figueroa will spend the All-Star 
break with his family this year, but he 
knows his time is coming. 
After firing a three-hit shutout 
Sunday in New York’s 5-0 victory over 
the Chicago White Sox, Figueroa 
reflected on his role with the Yankees 
and his own stature in baseball. 
“ It is my second year in the big 
leagues,” said 27-year-old native of 
Puerto Rico. “ I just want to win my 
games. Then next year I have the 
name. Maybe I can win 20 games with 
this club. 
“ I .ast year I had only seven wins 
before the All-Star Game. This year I 
have IO,” said Figueroa, 10-6, the third 
Yankee pitcher to win IO games before 
midseason. The other two are Catfish 
Hunter and Dock Ellis. 
In other American League games, 
Detroit nipped Kansas City 6-5 in 12 
innings, Boston defeated Minnesota 6- 
4, Baltimore beat California 3-1, Oak­ 
land whipped Cleveland 9-3 and 
Milwaukee took two from Texas, 6-3 
and 5-4 in IO innings. 
Going into Tuesday’s All-Star Game 
in Philadelphia, the Yankees led 
Boston by 9*4 games in the AL East 
Penant race. 
Oscar Gamble’s two-run, 400-foot 
homer in the second inning gave the 6- 
foot right-handed Figueroa all the 
firepower he needed to give the Yanks 
their ninth victory in IO games be­ 
tween the two teams this season. 
Figueroa allowed three singles, gave 
up two walks and struck out four. 
Chicago starter Bart Johnson, 7-8, 
seeking his fifth straight victory, took 
the loss. 
Tigers 6, Royals 5 
Rusty Staub’s two-out, thinning 
single scored John Wockenfuss and 
gave Detroit its victory. Wockenfuss 
had walked and advanced to third on 
successive sacrifice bunts. 
John Hiller, 8-4, got the victory in 
relief, while Steve Mingori, 3-1, was 
tagged with the loss. 
The Royals had tied the game in the 
seventh inning with three runs.
